Civic Centre For Coleman Will 
Be Question To Be Discussed At 
February Meeting By Citizens 


Necessity for Skating Arena, 

Gymnasium and Library Becomes 

More Pressing Each Year. 

Within the next few weeks 
Coleman citizens are going to oe 
asked the question “are you in 
favor of contributing financially 
to the construction and mainte¬ 
nance of a Civiq_Cenitre for Cole¬ 
man wherein the activities of the 
town might be fostered, and cen¬ 
tred?” 

It is an all important question 
and one that requires intelligent 
thought. The skating arena has 
been condemned,. Its physical con¬ 
dition is such that it may collapse 
at any time, in fact heavy sup¬ 
ports are placed alongside it to¬ 
day and have been there for many 
years. The arena during the win¬ 
ter months is a hive of activity 
which cannot be denied by anyone. 
Scores of littlle youngsters brave 
bad weather to go to the arena too 
skate and learn to play hockey. By 
means of the arena our Intermed¬ 
iate team is able to enter league 
play with ouitsidle teams and] give 
Coleman invaluable publicity as a 
sports minded town. Lack of an 
arena will result in surplus energy 
being spent on the streets, in cafes 
and elsewhere. No right minded 
citizen wants to deprive the youth 
of the town their winter facilities 
which are incorporated in an arena. 

To replace the present arena it 
is propose^ to incorporate a neiw 
arena in the Civic Centre. In ad¬ 
dition there will be better seating 
accommodation and more comfort¬ 
able surroundings. 

A gymnasium capable of accom¬ 
modating basketball, badmiinon, 
table tennis, etc., and doubling for 
an auditorium where dram* p0*ys 
might be enacted is also provided 
in the proposed civic centre plans. 
A gymnasium is a much needed 
asset in the community. 

Then there is the library which 
students and civic leaders have 
been asking for many years be 
started in towni. Books of every 
description along with Leading 
papers and magazines would be at 
the disposal of all citizens who 
wished to avail themselves of the 
library’s facilities. 


The above are only three of the 
units proposed to be incorporated 
in the Civic Centre. When the pu»- 
lic meeting is held and all are giv¬ 
en the right of placing suggestions 
before the meeting or asking ques¬ 
tions other suggestions may be ac¬ 
cepted.. 

The building as proposed today 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$60,000. The temporary committee 
has drafted a schedule on how fin¬ 
ances could be raised over a period 
of from three to four years to mn- 
ance and maintain the building. 
These figures will be placed before 
ithe meeting. 

Due to the importance placed on 
the Civic Centre project by leaders 
in the community it is important 
that citizens generally turn out i*> 
this meeting. Prom it the green 
light may bie given to go ahead 
with the project. You should be at 
the meeting to voice support or ob¬ 
jection to the project.

Wm. H. Jenkins 
Died At Ripe Age 
Of 100 Years 

Helped Lay Steel in Saskatche¬ 
wan and Southern Alberta;; Had 

Been Cattle Rancher Here Since 

Early in Century. 

Coleman’s centenarian, William 
H. Jenkins, passed away quietly 
at his ranch home on the outskirts 
of Coleman, at 5 p).m. Wednesday 
afternoon. The funeral was held on 
Saturday afternoon, interment 
being made in Coleman Union 
cemetery. 

Deceased had walked to town an 
hour and a half prior to big death 
and had conversed with his son 
William before returning home. On 
his walk to and from town he had 
braved a wind which at times 
reached gale ferocity. Upon reach¬ 
ing home he had taken off his coait, 
laid back the bed covers and it is 
believed that at that moment he 
was struck with a heart attack. 

John Morrison jq., a frequent 
caller at the home, arrived at the 
house shortly after and found the 
old gentleman slumped beside the 
bed. Following quick examination 
of the body he sought the advice 
of his parents and then came to 
town where he informed the de¬ 
ceased’s son, William, of his 
^Kher’g death. The latter returned 
quickly home, examined his father 
for signs of life and then notified 
the doctor. 

Deceased’s age had been deter¬ 
mined by the federal government 
many years ago when Mr. Jenkins 
sought the Old Age pension. En¬ 
quiry was made to London and it 
was foun^ to be Dec. 17, 1846. 

Born at Ilangorse, Breckonshire 
County, South Wales, he grew up 
into young manhood and married 
in his native land. He came to 
Scranton, Penn. later returning to 
Wales. He then came to Canada, 
first to Acton West, in Ontario, 
then Straford where he worked with 
the Grand Trunk Railway. He came 
west in 1900 with a railroad com¬ 
pany, laying steel in the Yorbton 
Sask., area. Coming to Lethbridge 
he helped lay steel to Cardston and 
into the State of Montana. 

In 1902 he came to the Pass, 
working at the old Sunburst mine 
and later a t Lille. On or about 1906 
he came to Coleman purchasing a 
ranch on the outskirts of town 
where he raised cattle for many 
years and where be resided up to 
the moment of death. 

Surviving are two sons, William 
and John, and two daughters, Mm 
Wm, Ashurst, of Fontana, Califor¬ 
nia, arid Mrs. Charles McKenzie, of 
Vancouver.

at his funeral and this request was 
acceded to by his aon.

LONDON.—The Admiralty called 
out its submarines to generate power 
and light for royal dockyards, saving 
the dockyards’ coal for industry in 
Britain's ftfel crisis. 

An admiralty spokesman said 30 
more submarines would be assigned 
and each could generate about 1,000 
kilowatts a day. They burn oil. A 
weekly saving of 2,000 tons of coal 
was envisaged. 

Several factories have closed and 
others are threatened because of the 
fuel shortage. 

During the war, submarines were 
used to feed the Italian generating 
station at Naples after the Germans 
were driven out of the city. 

Several miles of cable will be neces¬ 
sary to link up the submarines with 
the dockyards.

OTTAWA.—A statement by Hon. J 
Brooke Claxton, defence minister, 
that by-products of atomic energy 
research at Chalk River, Ont., might 
be used for defence purposes, direct¬ 
ed conjecture towards the deadly 
powers of radio-active dusts spawned 
in the atomic process. 

The minister, at a press conference, 
made only brief mention of that 
phase of Chalk River development, 
but it was learned reliably that while 
the dust could play a hideous part in 
any future war its current status at 
the national research council pilot 
plant, 125 miles northwest of Ottawa, \ 
is largely that of an industrial hazard, j 

Every effort has been bent to pre-j 
vent its miscroscopic particles of tox¬ 
ic poison from getting into the lungs 
of Canadian scientists and slowly de¬ 
stroying them over a period of weeks. 

It is not known what measures 
have been devised for that purpose, 
but it was stated reliably that Can¬ 
ada is not developing the dust for 
military purposes. But in any future 
war, she quite probably could and 
would. 

(The TorontovDaily Star in an Ot¬ 
tawa dispatch said the atomic energy 
plant at Chalk River, Ont., could pro¬ 
duce "death dust” in greater volume 
and at a more deadly potency than 
any atomic plant in the world today 
"because the Canadian plant is 
unique.” 

The Star described the dust as 
“perhaps a more deadly weapon, than 
the atomic bomb.”) 

Actually, there is nothing new in 
the disclosure of the dust. It has been 
known for years to scientists. The 
United States atomic experiments at 
Bikini, in making underwater tests, 
threw up giant quantities of water 
with the dust absorbed in it, poured 
down upon ships being used as guinea 
pigs and contaminated them with its

I LONDON. — Great Britain and 
: France decided to conclude a treaty

“It was therefore agreed that in 
these circumstances a fresh treaty of 
alliance should be concluded between 
them at the earliest possible moment 
within the framework of Article 52 
of the charter of the United Nations 
and the object of preventing any 
further aggression by Germany and 
| of preserving peace and security. It 
was agreed that negotiations to this 
end should be opened as soon as pos- 


LONDON.—Faced by the most seri¬ 
ous fuel crisis in the country’s his¬ 
tory, the British government has an¬ 
nounced an over-ajl cut in coal deliv¬ 
eries to industry. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, president of 
the board of trade, admitted to a 
press conference that the export 
drive might be affected though it is 
hoped not seriously. Any unemploy¬ 
ment caused by the cut would be 
“very small—practically nothing.” 

Domestic fuel supplies will not be 
1 cut and electricity and gas plants 
j will be given “enough coal to work 
full out”—but even the iron and steel

IMPORTANT GOVERNMENT NOTICE 
Respecting Price Control 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Regulations (Order in Council P.C. 
8528 of November 1, 1941) established basic period maximum prices 
for goods and designated services. These regulations were passed 
under the authority of the War Measures Act and continued in force 
under the National Emergency Transitional Powers Act, 1945. 

From time to time these basic maximum prices have been varied or 
the fixed maximum has been suspended in the case of particular goods 
and services by Orders issued by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
under the authority of the above Regulations. A few days ago a sub¬ 
stantial number of suspensions from price control was announced. 


I believe it is desirable therefore that a summary should now be 
published of those goods and services on which a legal maximum price 
remains in force under the provisions of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Regulations so that all citizens may be given an opportunity to inform 
themselves of the law. 

The complete price control regulations are contained in Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board Order No. 684 which is available to the public 
at any office of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and to which 
reference should be JA 

made for exact details.

In view of probable feed grain re¬ 
quirements, the Dominion-Provincial 
Agricultural Conference decided to 
recommend that the oat acreage for 
1947 should be increased to the 1946 
recommended level of 14,310,200 
acres. Generally speaking, oat pro¬ 
duction is carried on for the benefit 
of the domestic market with only a 
small percentage finding its way into 
export channels.

2 squares unsweetened chocolate ' 
1 cup milk 

1% cups sifted Swans Down cake j 
flour 

% teaspoon soda 
% teaspoon salt 
1 cup sugar 

Vi cup butter or other shortening | 

1 teaspoon vanilla ] 

Combine chocolate and milk in top j 

of double boiler and cook over rapid¬ 
ly boiling water 5 minutes, stirring! 
occasionally. Blend with rotary egg! 
beater; cool. Sift flour once, measure, j 
add soda, salt, and sugar, and sift I 
together three times. Cream shorten-1 
ing; add flour mixture, vanilla, and! 
chocolate mixture, and stir until all! 
flour is dampened. Then beat vigor- j 
ously 1 minute. Bake in greased and 
lightly floured pan, 8x8x2 inches, in 
moderate oven (350 deg. F.) 50 min¬ 
utes, or until done. Spread with 
Quick Chocolate Frosting.
